This  Town  Report  is  dedicated  to  John  W.  York  in  recognition  of 
his  many  contributions  to  the  town  of  Kensington,  where  he  has  Uved  all 
his  life. 

At  age  21  he  became  Town  Moderator,  the  youngest  in  the  State. 
He  held  this  position  for  60  years,  and  was  assistant  Town  Moderator 
another  five.  As  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectman  for  33  years,  he 
has  had  a  positive  influence  on  the  growth  of  the  town. 

He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Kensington  Fire  Department, 
and  its  first  president.  He  served  on  the  Firehouse  Building  Committee, 
and  the  School  Building  Committee  for  the  present  elementary  school 
and  its  later  additions.  He  was  also  Chairman  of  the  building  com- 
mittee for  the  Town  Library  addition.  Together  with  Harold  and 
Dorothy  Bodwell,  he  worked  for  the  purchase  of  property  for  the  town 
recreation  park. 

John  represented  the  town's  interests,  working  with  numerous 
County  and  State  organizations.  He  is  at  present  a  trustee  of  the 
Kensington  Cemetery  and  a  supervisor  of  the  Rockingham  Soil 
Conservation  District.  He  helped  get  the  necessary  enabling  legislation 
passed  to  create  the  district  and  has  been  a  supervisor  for  44  years. 

Over  the  years  his  friendly  concern,  advice,  and  humor  have 
been  a  guiding  influence  for  many  townspeople  and  friends.

5.  Remedies,  such  as  free  broadcast  time,  postal  subsidies,  and 
democratic  (public)  financing,  to  balance  inequities  between  credible 
candidates,  incumbent  and  challenger,  rich  and  poor.

Following  State  procedures  the  position  was  awarded  to  John  W.  Sargent,  Sr. 
by  a  blind  draw. 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  American  Legion  Hall  in  said 
Kensington  on  Thursday,  the  sixteenth  day  of  March,  next  at  7:30  pm  to  act 
upon  article  2  and  subsequent  articles: 

2.  By  petition  of  Donna  Lizotte  and  others:   Shall  we  rescind  the 
provisions  of  RSA  31:95-c  which  restricts  revenue  from  the  sale  of 
recyclable  materials  to  expenditures  for  the  purpose  of  buildings  and/or 
equipment  for  municipal  recycling  purposes?   The  existing  balance  in  the 
fund  shall  revert  to  the  General  Fund. 

Motion  was  made  by  James  Rosencrantz  and  seconded  by  Gordon  Swift  to  table 
the  article.   Voice  vote  to  table  was  in  the  affirmative. 

3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$527,693  (Five  hundred  twenty-seven  thousand  six  hundred  ninety-three 
dollars)  which  represents  the  operating  budget.

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  an  increase  in  salary  as 
provided  for  under  RSA  41:25  for  the  Town  Clerk  of  $1,000  per  year 
retroactive  to  1994  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000  (Two 
thousand  dollars)  to  cover  the  increase  for  1994  and  1995.   The  Town 
Clerk's  salary  is  currently  $500.00  per  year).   The  selectmen  recommend 
this  appropriation. 

Motion  was  made  by  Scott  Lowell  to  adopt  the  article,   seconded  by  Robert 
Noll.   Robert  Noll  stated  the  difference  in  the  salaries  between  the  Tax 
Collector  and  Town  Clerk  is  because  the  Town  Clerk  receives  a  salary  and 
also  collects  fees. 

Voice  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  an  increase  in  salary  for  the 
Moderator  to  $75.00  per  meeting  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $90 
(Ninety  dollars)  to  cover  the  increase  for  1995.   The  current  Moderator 
salary  is  $60  per  election  with  this  amount  split  between  the  acting 
moderator  on  election  day  and  the  moderator  of  the  adjourned  town  meeting

5.  Funds  raised  privately  by  the  Department  may  be  expended  by  the 
Department  as  voted  by  the  membership  of  the  Department.   Funds 
raised  by  the  Town  of  Kensington  shall  be  expended  directly  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Town  for  goods  and  services  provided  to  the 
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Department . 
6.   Members  of  the  Department,  when  performing  official  duties,  shall 
be  afforded  the  protections  for  municipal  firefighters  under  RSA 
154:ld. 

Motion  was  made  by  John  York  to  adopt  the  article,  seconded  by  Gary  Easson, 

Robert  Upton  spoke  to  the  article  stating  we  should  vote  to  keep  the 
Fire  Department  as  is. 

Voice  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 


9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$4,000.00  (Four  thousand  dollars)  to  replace  culverts  on  Kimball  Road  in 
preparation  for  anticipated  upgrade  of  the  road  in  1996. 

The  selectmen  recommend  this  appropriation. 

Motion  was  made  by  Scott  Lowell  to  adopt  the  article,  seconded  by  Mike 
Murphy . 

Scott  Lowell  spoke  to  the  article  stating  the  culverts  needed  to  be 
replaced  and  we  are  trying  to  get  a  jump  start  before  upgrading  the  road 
hopefully  next  year. 

After  some  discussion,  the  voice  vote  was  in  the  affirmative.

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  under 
the  provisions  of  RSA  35:1  for  the  purchase  of  Fire  Equipment  and  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $7,793,00  (Seven  thousand  seven  hundred  ninety- 
three  dollars)  to  be  taken  from  surplus  and  placed  in  this  fund  and  to 
designate  the  Selectmen  as  agents  to  expend.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 


This  year  was  a  very  successful  year  for  your  town.   The 
tax  rate  went  down  $1.69  and  the  town  portion  accounted  for 
25%  of  the  decrease.   The  overall  decrease  in  the  tax  rate 
occurred  because  of  an  increase  in  town  revenue,  a  flat  town 
budget,  a  school  surplus  and  an  increase  in  valuation. 

The  town  expenses  were  98%  of  budget,  a  savings  of 
almost  $9,000.   With  the  cooperation  of  the  School   Cominittee 
,  the  town  did  not  have  to  borrow  money  during  1995  and 
approximately  $20,000  in  interest  was  earned  from  town  money 
invested  in  the  Public  Deposit  Investment  Program. 

Exterior  repairs  were  made  to  the  town  hall  and  the 
building  was  painted.   The  flag  pole  was  destroyed  during  a 
March  storm  and  was  replaced  with  a  stronger  fiberglass  pole. 

There  were  significant  repairs  made  to  the  town  roads 
including  the  resurfacing  of  Hobbs,  Hilliard,  Moulton  Ridge, 
Brewer,  Osgood  and  parts  of  Drinkwater  and  Old  Rte.  150. 
Because  of  drainage  problems  on  Osgood  Rd.,  a  significant 
area  was  ditched  and  culverts  were  installed  to  direct  the 
water  and  preserve  the  road. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  the  department  heads,  and  the 
many  volunteers  who  contributed  time  to  the  town,  for  a  job 
well  done  during  1995.   In  that  spirit,  we  encourage 
townspeople  to  run  for  office  or  volunteer  their  time  to  help 
preserve  our  most  valuable  asset  -  the  town.

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DEPARTMENT  REPORTS  AND  BUDGETS 
CEMETERY  REPORT  FOR  1995 

The  Cemetery  Trustees  spent  1995  overseeing  several  projects  at 
the  town  cemeteries. 

Necessary  tree  work  was  accomplished  at  Dearborn  Cemetery.   Major 
pruning  and  limb  removal  was  done  as  a  safety  precaution  and  also  to 
keep  the  trees  in  good  health. 

Stone  maintenance  was  done  on  50  plus  stones  in  the  Dearborn 
Cemetery.   This  work  included  the  straightening  of  leaning  stones,  the 
repair  of  stones  that  had  fallen  and  the  wiring  together  of  broken 
stones  that  are  at  this  time  unable  to  be  repaired.   Work  will  continue 
on  this  project  in  1996. 

A  new  cemetery  gate  for  the  Lower  Cemetery  was  ordered  and  will  be 
installed  in  spring  1996.   The  gate  is  in  memory  of  Ruth  B.   Armstrong 
and  made  possible  by  donations  to  the  Kensington  Historical  Society. 
We  were  fortunate  once  again  to  have  Jackie  and  Buddy  Dunn  responsible 
for  lawn  maintenance  at  the  cemeteries.   Even  with  a  dry  summer,  the 
cemeteries  looked  well  kept. 

We  ask  that  no  artificial  flowers  be  placed  at  the  graves 
effective  1997.   Wires  when  accidentally  cut  by  lawn  mowers  can  cause 
serious  injury.   We  hope  you  will  understand  this  request  and  help  us 
minimize  the  risk  of  injury. 

We  also  ask  that  those  who  place  Christmas  decorations  at  the 
graves  please  remove  them  by  April  15th;  Memorial  Day  decorations  by 
November  1st.   By  following  these  guidelines,  we  hope  to  keep  the 
cemetery  well  kept. 

In  the  past  few  years  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  burial  of 
ashes  at  the  cemetery.   there  are  a  few  procedures  that  must  be 
f ol lowed : 

A  trustee  must  be  notified  before  burial  of  ashes. 

The  ashes  must  be  placed  in  a  permanent  container  (concrete, 
bronze,  synthetic  material). 

A  burial  permit  must  be  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk. 

The  cemetery  is  closed  during  the  winter  months  to  traffic  and 
burials  but  will  be  open  in  the  spring  as  soon  as  road  and  frost 
conditions  permit.   The  metal  gates  are  closed  except  for  Memorial  Day 
week. 

Once  again  we  strongly  urge  anyone  who  has  a  plot  in  the  Cemetery 
to  establish  perpetual  care.   At  present  the  Town  pays  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  grounds.   If  at  anytime  damage  occurs  to  stones  or 
markers  there  are  no  funds  to  repair  the  damage  unless  there  is 
perpetual  care  on  the  plot.   The  interest  from  these  funds  also  help  to 
pay  a  portion  of  the  ground  maintenance. 

BURIAL  PROCEDURES:   In  the  event  of  a  death,  the  family  should  contact 

the  Town  Office  or  one  of  the  Cemetery  Trustees. 

LOT  SELECTION:   In  the  event  that  the  family  does  not  already  have  a 

plot,  the  Cemetery  Trustees  will  assist  the  deceased's  family  in 

selecting  one.   There  are  two  graves  to  a  plot. 

WINTER  BURIALS:   Due  to  weather,  road  conditions  and  frozen  or  muddy 

ground,  the  Village  Cemetery  will  no  longer  be  open  for  winter  burials. 

In  the  event  of  a  death  the  vault  at  the  Town  Hall  is  available  for 

storage  until  spring  burial.

You  must  be  18  years  of  age  to  be  an 
active  member,  or  16  years  of  age  to  be  a  junior  member.   For 
information  regarding  our  organization  you  may  call  me  at  home 
(Robert  Upton)  772-4681  between  the  hours  of  4:30  pm  and  6:30  pm 
weekdays  or  anytime  on  weekends. 

911  is  up  and  running  for  the  whole  state  of  New  Hampshire. 
Simply  dial  911  and  when  a  telecommunicator  answers  they  will  ask  you 
some  questions  to  confirm  your  name  and  address,  so  please  stay  on  the 
line  if  possible.   The  911  system  puts  your  address  on  a  computer 
screen  as  soon  as  they  pickup,  but  they  like  to  confirm  the  information 
and  get  the  nature  of  your  call.   They  will  then  switch  you  to 
Rockingham  Dispatch.   911  has  the  ability  to  help  you  over  the  phone 
with  medical  emergencies,  suicide  prevention,  poison  control,  and 
language  barrier.   You  should  dial  911  once  for  a  test  and  tell  them 
you  are  confirming  the  information  in  their  computer.   If  you  have 
extension  phones  in  another  building  you  should  call  to  let  them  know, 
if  you  have  phones  billed  to  your  home  address  in  another  building  or 
town, you  should  call  on  those  phones  to  confirm  the  address.   The 
information  in  the  computer  is  retained  from  the  billing  address  of  the 
phone.   If  you  dial  911  and  hang  up,  a  Police  Officer  will  show  up  at 
your  door.   Any  questions  call  Robert  Upton  772-4681.

REPORT  OF  THE  KENSINGTON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

As  your  Chief  of  Police,  I  am  pleased  to  report  to  you  the 
activities  and  progress  of  the  Kensington  Police  Department  for  the 
calendar  year  1995. 

Your  police  department  has  undergone  some  significant  changes  this 
past  year.   As  many  of  you  are  aware,  a  much  needed  addition  was  built 
onto  the  police  department.   Acquiring  this  additional  office  space 
alleviated  some  of  our  congestion  and  created  a  safer,  more  comfortable 
work  environment  for  all  personnel.   It  should  be  noted  that  a  portion 
of  this  projects  cost  was  funded  by  the  Kensington  Police  Association. 

This  past  year,  we  also  experienced  a  minor  change  in  personnel. 
Officers  Aaron  Wojtkowski  and  Marshall  Bennett  left  our  employ  and  are 
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currently  working  for  other  police  departments  in  the  area.   Both  of 
these  men  received  their  academy  and  field  training  while  employed  by 
our  department  and  we  wish  them  all  the  best  in  their  new  endeavors. 
1995  has  proven  to  be  a  very  productive  year  for  the  department 
concerning  police  activity.   Due  to  an  increase  in  transient   traffic, 
special  emphasis  was  placed  upon  highway  safety.   As  a  result,  we  made 
9  additional  arrests  for  DWI  and  issued  82  more  traffic  summonses  in 
comparison  to  last  year.   Despite  our  efforts,  we  were  called  upon  to 
investigate  a  total  of  45  motor  vehicle  accidents,  nearly  double  the 
amount  investigated  in  1994.   I  contribute  this  to  the  increase  in 
motor  vehicle  traffic  through  Kensington. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  criminal  statistics  were  down  in 
certain  categories.   However,  increases  were  noted  in  others.   Although 
residential  burglaries  increased  by  4  in  comparison  to  last  year, 
vandalism  and  property  theft  decreased.   Statistics  also  revealed  a 
slight  decrease  in  assaults  and  drug  offenses.   However,  we  did 
experience  an  upward  trend  in  juvenile  crime.   In  total,  the  police 
department  responded  to  467  documented  calls  for  service  where  a  police 
officer's  presence  was  requested  by  a  citizen  in  1995.   In  actuality, 
this  number  would  more  than  double  in  actual  incidents  handled  by  your 
police  department.   This  represents  the  largest  number  of  calls  for 
service  our  department  has  ever  received.   With  the  anticipated  growth 
in  town,  which  is  currently  before  the  boards,  we  anticipate  our  calls 
for  service  to  consistently  increase. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  recognize  and  thank  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  other  town  departments  and  most  of  all,  the  residents  of 
Kensington  for  their  continued  support  and  assistance  this  past  year. 
We  take  great  pride  in  our  work  and  consistently  strive  to  provide  you 
with  the  best  possible  service.

The  1995  ski  trips  were  as  popular  as  ever  and  the  Committee  plans 
more  trips  for  February  vacation  and  other  no-school  days.  Notices  for 
ski  trips  are  sent  through  the  school ,  posted  at  the  Kensington  Grocery 
and  printed  in  the  Exeter  News-Letter.

Report  of  the  Recycling  Committee 

In  1995,  the  all-volunteer  recycling  program  expanded  to  include  twice  monthly  pick- 
up of  newspaper,  magazines,  cardboard,  and  "North  Shore  Mix".  This  change  resulted  in  an 
increase  m  paper  tonnage  for  the  year,  while  tonnage  of  all  other  items  remained  about  the 
same.  As  clearly  illustrated  in  the  Recycling/Landfill  Tonnage  Bar  Chart,  the  program  has 
reached  a  plateau.  For  the  past  four  years,  with  25%  of  households  participating,  we  have 
been  recycUng  approximately  1 00  tons,  which  is  1 8%  of  the  total  waste  stream. 

In  April,  questionnaires  were  sent  to  530  Kensington  households.  Of  the  178 
responding,  88  favored  a  change  to  curbside  pick-up,  41  preferred  to  continue  the  current 
program,  and  49  were  undecided.  In  response  to  these  results,  the  Recycling  Committee 
researched  several  options  for  curbside,  and  is  offerhig  the  following  program  to  be  voted 
on  in  the  1996  Town  Warrant. 

The  proposed  curbside  program,  offered  by  Kaufman  Machine  and  Equipment  of 
Newfields,  specifies  collection  of  recyclables  every  other  Wednesday,  our  regular  trash  pick- 
up day.  Based  on  75  cents  per  household  per  collection  for  650  households,  the  cost  for  1996 
(18  pick-ups.  May  1  through  December  31)  would  be  $8775.  The  Warrant  Article  also 
includes  an  initial  start-up  cost  of  $3800  for  the  purchase  of  recycling  bins,  one  to  be 
provided  for  each  household. 

This  program  is  recommended  by  the  Recycling  Committee,  as  it  is  the  least  costly 
compared  to  area  towns,  and  covers  the  broadest  range  of  recyclable  items  collected,  most 
closely  resembling  our  current  program.  As  in  previous  years,  the  Committee  would  like  to 
thank  drivers  Don  Willoughby,  Dave  Lennox,  and  Bill  Worthen,  the  Scouts,  and  all  of  the 
volunteers  who  have  donated  their  time  and  made  Recycling  in  Kensington  a  success.

SOUTHEAST  REGIONAL  REFUSE  DISPOSAL  DISTRICT  53-B 

1995  Annual  Report 

This  was  the  fourth  year  the  District  has  conducted  the 
Household  Hazardous  Waste  program  for  the  member  towns.   We 
held  two  collections  -  in  Hampton  in  the  Spring  and  Sandown 
in  the  Fall.   The  Collection  in  Hampton  was  held  on  May  13, 
1995.   A  total  of  474  cars  attended  the  collection 
representing  506  households.   The  collection  in  Sandown  was 
held  on  October  7,  1995.   A  total  of  144  cars  attended 
representing  148  households.   At  our  first  collection  in 
1992,  81%  of  the  participants  had  never  been  to  a  HHW 
collection  before.   This  year  53%  had  never  been  to  a 
col lection. 

The  total  cost  of  both  collections  was  $28,037.   A  grant 
from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  based  on  the  population  of 
the  District  member  towns,  in  the  amount  of  $8,616  helped  to 
offset  the  cost.  The  remainder  was  paid  for  out  of  District 
funds  which  had  been  set  aside  for  this  purpose.   The  per  car 
cost  for  the  Hampton  collection  came  to  $43.70;  and  the  per 
car  cost  for  the  Sandown  collection  came  to  49.70. 

Based  on  the  positive  response  we  receive  to  these 
collections,  the  committee  feels  these  collection  are  a  very 
important  function  of  the  District  and  should  continue. 
Citizens  in  our  member  municipalities  continue  to  become  more 
educated  about  household  hazardous  waste,  have  become 
familiar  with  the  collections,  and  are  willing  to 
participate.   The  District  has  budgeted  funds  in  the  1996- 
1997  budget  to  hold  collections  in  the  Spring  and  Fall  of 
1996. 

The  District  continued  its  Recycling  Grant  Program  for 
education  and  public  relations.   Brentwood,  Fremont,  North 
Hampton  and  Sandown  received  grants  totaling  $4,328.   The 
Recycling  Committee  of  these  towns  will  be  producing 
educational  materials  to  aid  in  their  recycling  efforts. 
$5,000.00  has  again  been  budgeted  to  continue  this  program  in 
1996-1997. 

In  August  of  this  year,  the  District  owned  truck  and 
chipper  were  sold. 

With  the  closure  f  the  Hampton  Landfill  this  year,  the 
contract  with  Waste  Not,  Inc.  for  disposal  of  wastewood/wood 
demolition  debris  ended.   If  another  location  can  be  found, 
the  District  will  investigate  entering  into  a  new  contract 
for  this  service. 

The  landfill  portion  of  the  District  continues  to  be  the 
management  of  the  long-term  contract  with  the  Turnkey 
Landfill  in  Rochester.   Brentwood,  Fremont,  Hampton,  New 
Castle,  North  Hampton,  Rye  and  Sandown  are  currently  shipping 
to  Turnkey.   In  July,  the  current  tipping  fee  of  $45.00  will 
be  adjusted  by  the  CPI  of  January  1,  1996. 

The  Septage  Committee  and  Waste-to  Energy  Committee 
continue  to  be  inactive. 
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IN  THE  UPCOMING  YEAR: 


The  Administrative  portion  of  the  District  will  continue 
to  be  a  part-time  operation.   The  present  office  location 
will  be  maintained,  and  the  Administrative  Assistant's  hours 
will  remain  at  twenty  hours  per  week.   The  contract  with 
Waste  Management  will  continue  to  be  administered  by  the 
District  office 

The  fifth  annual  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collections 
will  be  organized  for  the  Spring  and  Fall.

During  the  upcoming  year,  the  District  committee  will 
discuss  the  possibility  of  restructuring  the  Administrative 
portion  of  the  District  in  order  to  lower  overhead.

Clancy  replied,  no,  because  under  the  PlREft  agreement,  only 
the  receiving  town  has  control  over  the  budget.   The  sending 
towns  do  have  a  good  deal  of  impact  and  input  into  the 
making  of  the  budget.

ARTICLE  1 :  The  school  districts  of  Brentwood,  East  Kingston, 
Exeter,  Kensington,  Newfields,  and  Stratham  shall  convert  the 
Exeter  AREA  Authorized  Regional  Enrollment  Area  to  a  Cooperative 
School  District  and  create  a  Cooperative  School  District  pursuant 
to  these  articles  of  agreement.   The  name  of  the  Cooperative 
School  District  will  be  determined  by  the  newly  elected 
Cooperative  School  Board. 

ARTICLE  2 :  The  Cooperative  School  District  shall  be 
responsible  for  Grades  6,  7,  8,  9,.

1997. 

ARTICLE  5 :   These  articles  and  the  continued  existence  of 
the  Cooperative  School  District  are  dependent  upon  the 
Cooperative  School  District,  at  a  meeting  to  be  held  on  or  before 
March  31,  1997,  voting:  to  renovate  and  construct  an  addition  or 
additions  to  the  existing  Exeter  AREA  High  School  and/or  Exeter 
AREA  Junior  High  School  or  construct  new  school  buildings  so  that 
the  gross  floor  area  of  the  Cooperative  School  District  buildings 
is  not  less  than  400,00  0  square  feet;  and  to  issue  bonds 
necessary  to  finance  that  construction.   If  those  votes  are  not 
passed  by  the  Cooperative  School  District  on  or  before  March  31, 
1997,  this  plan  to  convert  to  and  create  a  Cooperative  School 
District  shall  terminate  and  the  Cooperative  School  District 
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shall  dissolve  and  the  member  districts  shall  revert  to  the 
Exeter  AREA  Authorized  Regional  Enrollment  Area. 

ARTICLE  6 :  Each  district's  percentage  of  the  capital  and 
operating  expenses  of  the  Cooperative  School  District,  payable  in 
each  fiscal  year,  shall  be  the  average  of:  (x)  the  district's 
percentage  of  the  average  daily  membership  during  the  second 
preceding  year;  and  (y)  the  district's  percentage  of  total 
enrollment  as  of  October  1  of  the  preceding  year,  both  of  which 
as  determined  by  the  State  Department  of  Education.   For  example, 
an  individual  district's  percentage  for  the  1999-2000  fiscal  year 
shall  be  computed  as  follows:

ARTICLE  7 :  A  schedule  of  monthly  payments  based  on  the 
method  of  apportionment  of  operating  and  capital  expenses  shall 
be  established  and  revised  as  necessary  by  the  Cooperative  School 
Board  of  the  Cooperative  School  District. 

ARTICLE  8 :  After  the  date  of  operating  responsibility,  the 
state  aid  to  which  each  district  would  be  entitled  for  Grades  6 
through  12  if  it  were  not  part  of  the  Cooperative  School  District 
shall  be  paid  to  the  Cooperative  School  District  and  credited  to 
such  district's  share  of  the  total  operating  budget. 

The  state  building  aid  which  may  be  available  to  the 
Cooperative  School  District  shall  be  applied  to  reduce  the 
capital  expenditui-e  prior  to  the  apportionment  of  costs  under  the 
provisions  of  Article  6.   In  addition,  the  Exeter  School  District 
shall  pay  to  the  Cooperative  School  District  the  remaining  state 
building  aid  payment (s)  relating  to  the  Exeter  AREA  High  School 
science  lab  project. 

I 

ARTICLE  9 :  The  Cooperative  School  District  shall  provide 
pupil  transportation  for  all  students  of  the  Cooperative  School 
District  as  required  by  law  (RSA  189:6-9-a),  and  otherwise  as 
determined  by  the  Cooperative  School  District  Board. 
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ARTICLE  10:  These  articles  of  agreement  may  be  amended  by 
the  Cooperative  School  District,  consistent  with  the  provisions 
of  RSA  195:18  III(I),  except  that  no  amendment  shall  be 
effective,  unless  the  question  of  adopting  such  amendment  is 
submitted  at  a  Cooperative  School  District  meeting  to  the  voters 
of  the  Cooperative  School  District  after  reasonable  opportunity 
for  debate  in  open  meetings,  and  unless  a  majority  of  the  voters 
of  the  Cooperative  School  District  who  are  present  and  voting 
shall  vote  in  favor  of  adopting  such  amendment.   Furthermore,  no 
amendment  of  these  articles  shall  be  considered  except  at  an 
annual  or  special  meeting  of  the  Cooperative  School  District  and 
unless  the  text  of  such  amendment  is  included  in  an  appropriate 
article  in  the  warrant  for  such  a  meeting. 

The  Cooperative  School  Board  shall  hold  a  public 
hearing  concerning  the  adoption  of  any  amendment  to  these 
articles  of  agreement  at  least  ten  (10)  days  before  such  annual 
or  special  meeting  and  shall  cause  notice  of  such  hearing  and  the 
text  of  the  proposed  amendment  to  be  published  in  a  newspaper 
having  a  general  circulation  in  the  district  at  least  fourteen 
(14)  days  before  such  hearing. 

ARTICLE  11 :  For  the  1997-1998  school  year  exclusively,  the 
Cooperative  School  District  will  offer  employment,  on  such  terms 
as  the  Cooperative  School  Board  shall  determine,  to  teachers 
teaching  in  Grades  6  through  12  of  the  pre-existing  districts  as 
of  the  date  of  operating  responsibility,  except  that,  (1)  the 
Cooperative  School  District  will  not  employ  more  teachers  than 
the  number  of  teaching  positions  established  in  the  Cooperative 
School  District  and  (2)  the  Cooperative  School  District  will  not 
be  obligated  to  employ  more  teachers  from  a  pre-existing  school 
district  than  the  number  necessary  to  teach  the  number  of 
students  attending  from. that  pre-existing  district  at  the  class 
size  determined  by  the  Cooperative  School  Board,  and  (3)  if  the 
Cooperative  School  Board  determines  that  the  Cooperative  School 
District  requires  more  teachers  than  those  teaching  in  Grades  6 
through  12  of  the  pre-existing  districts,  the  Cooperative  School 
Board  may  employ  additional  teachers,  and  (4)  if  no  certified 
teacher  teaching  in  Grades  6  through  12  of  the  pre-existing 
districts  accepts  a  particular  position  at  the  Cooperative  School 
District  on  the  terms  offered  by  the  Cooperative  School  Board, 
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the  Cooperative  School  Board  may  offer  that  particular  position 
to  a  teacher  who  was  not  employed  in  the  pre-existing  districts. 

ARTICLE  12 .   The  date  of  operating  responsibility  of  the 
Cooperative  School  District  will  be  July  1,  1997.   On  the  date  of 
operating  responsibility,  tuition  payments  under  the  Exeter  AREA 
Authorized  Regional  Enrollment  Agreement  shall  terminate,  subject 
to  any  debits  and  credits  to  be  computed  for  the  fiscal  years 
ending  June  30,  1996,  and  June  30,  1997.

In   1995-96,  SAU   16  welcomed  our  new  Assistant  Superintendent, 
Barbara  Lobdell,  the  former  Principal  of  the  East  Kingston  Elementary 
School.     Also  welcomed  were  two  new  principals,  Sheril  Polisner  at 
Newfields  Elementary  School  and  Anne  Goodman  at  East  Kingston 
Elementary  School,  a  new  Assistant  Principal  at  Lincoln  and  Main  Street 
Schools,  Richard  Flagg,  a  new  Assistant  to  the  Principal  at  EAJHS,  John 
LeSage,  and  a  new  Assistant  Principal  at  Stratham  Memorial  School,  Tom 
Fosher. 

Kensington  voters  approved  public  kindergarten  commencing  in 
September,  1995,  and  Brentwood  voters  approved  a  tuition  based 
kindergarten   program. 

In  March,  1996  Newfields  voters  will  be  asked  to  reconsider  a 
building  project  to  serve  the  growing  elementary  school  population. 

The  school  enrollments  in  SAU  16  schools  continue  to  increase  to  an 
extent  that  facility  planning  is  a  need  in  all  districts.     The  situation 
which  is  most  acute  is  at  the  Exeter  AREA  Junior  High  School  and  soon  at 
Exeter  AREA  High  School. 

There  is  study  and  discussion  regarding  the  creation  of  a  cooperative 
school  district  for  grades  6-12.     There  has  been  a  hearing  regarding  this 
matter,  and  there  are  articles  on  the  warrants  of  each  of  the  towns  in  the 
AREA  Agreement  to  vote  on  the  establishment  of  such  a  cooperative  school 
district.     The  proposed  Articles  of  Agreement  are  included  elsewhere  in 
this  annual   report  for  your  study. 

During  the  1996-97  year  there  will  be  significant  school  board 
activity  involving  the  hiring  of  replacements  for  the  current  SAU  16 
Superintendent  and  Exeter  AREA  High  School  Principal.

Principal's  Report 

The  Kensington  Elementary  School  continues  to  provide  its  students  with  quality'  educational 
opportunities  and  we  are  very  proud  of  their  individual  and  collective  success.  Their  response  as 
learners  has  been  very  gratifying  as  we  measured  their  success  within  the  classroom  and  their 
performance  on  standardized  testing.    This  years  test  results  on  the  New  Hampshire  State 
Assessment  Program,  indicated  that  our  students  are  doing  very  well  when  compared  to  all  other 
New  Hampshire  communities  in  the  areas  of  Language  Arts,  Mathematics,  and  Writing.  We  also 
analyzed  objective  data  from  the  Exeter  AREA  Jr.  High  School  and  can  confirm  that  our  students 
are  performing  exceptionally  well  when  compared  to  the  students  from  the  other  sending  districts. 
There  is  no  question  that  Kensington  students  are  doing  well  as  scholars  and  as  responsible  young 
citizens. 

The  quality  of  our  school  and  the  success  of  our  students  can,  in  my  opinion,  be  directly  related  to 
several  variables. 

.  The  quality  and  continuity  of  our  staff 

.  The  commitment  of  our  School  Board  to  support  educational  needs 

.  Competent  support  from  our  SAU  administrative  team,  particularly  the  Assistant  to  the 

Superintendent,  Paul  Flynn 
.  Parental  involvement  in  all  aspects  of  our  school-volunteer  program  -  P.T.O.  - 

Enrichment  Committee  -  School  Pride  Day 
.  Community  support  of  our  need's  based  budget 
.  Support  and  involvement  of  all  units  of  our  town  government  -  Board  of  Selectmen  - 

Police  Department  -  Fire  Department  -  Library  -  Town  Hall  Personnel 

The  education  of  children  transcends  the  school  building  and  our  community  resources  have 
responded  exceptionally  well.  Thank  you  for  your  efforts  on  our  behalf. 

As  previously  indicated,  we  are  continually  examining  all  areas  of  curriculum,  however  it  should 
be  noted  that  this  year  we  did  focus  on  technology  and  its  impact  on  the  teaching/learning  process. 
Specifically,  we  focused  on  the  use  of  computers  within  our  classrooms.  The  results  of  our  efforts 
is  a  new  Computer  Literacy  Curriculum  for  grades  K-6.  It  is  designed  to  provide  our  students 
with  sequential  skill  development  with  the  computer  and  to  lead  into  the  computer  program  of 
studies  at  the  Jr.  High  School..  The  curriculum  is  grade  level  appropriate  and  was  developed  by  a 
comprehensive  committee  of  teachers,  parents,  school  board  members,  administration  and 
computer  specialists  from  Exeter  and  the  State  Department  of  Education.  Every  teacher  in  the 
building  was  involved  in  the  development  and  evaluation  of  our  program  design  and  have  been 
engaged  in  a  staff  training  program  aimed  at  improving  their  own  ability  to  teach  computer  skills. 

We  don't  know  what  the  future  will  bring  in  regards  to  the  developing  needs  of  our  school  district 
however,  we  are  doing  the  things  now  that  will  ensure  continued  success.  The  staff  is 
continuously  examining  the  various  programs  of  study  and  updating  their  skills  as  teachers.  We 
have  developed  educationally  sound,  long  term  goals  designed  to  keep  our  school  in  line  with 
educational  research  and  the  State  Curriculum  Frameworks.  We  are  maintaining  up-to-date 
enrollment  projections  to  help  us  to  anticipate  future  building  needs.  We  have  established  open 
communications  with  the  Planning  Board  relative  to  new  housing  developments  that  could  impact 
our  enrollments.  We  are  fully  committed  to  the  children  of  Kensington  and  intend  to  meet  the 
challenges  of  our  profession.  You  have  even,-  right  to  expect  exceflence,  and  you  can  be  assured, 
that  we  will  not  disappoint  you.

INFORMATION  FOR  KENSINGTON  RESIDENTS 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR  WASTE  AND  REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

1.  There  will  be  a  house  to  house  pickup  every  Weds,  of  each 
week. 

2.  Waste  must  be  contained  in  plastic  bags  or  trash 
containers,  not  to  exceed  a  capacity  of  30  gallons. 

3.  Solid  waste  must  be  placed  at  the  end  of  the  driveway  by 
6 : 30  a.m.  on  Weds . 

4.  Weight  of  any  container  must  not  exceed  50  pounds. 

5.  Each  household  is  allowed  one  bag  or;  barrel  filled  to  the 
rim  at  no  cost.   Additional  bags  or  barrels  require  a 
sticker  which  may  be  purchased  at  the  Town  Offices  or 
Kensington  Grocery  at  a  cost  of  $1.00  each. 

6.  No  brush  or  stumps  will  be  picked  up  and  no  55  gallon 
drums  are  to  be  used. 

7.  Refrigerators,  stoves,  washing  machines,  dryers  and  tires 
will  be  picked  up  at  a  predetermined  date. 

8.  There  will  be  a  container  placed  at  the  Elementary  School 
for  the  use  of  the  school,  fire  house,  library,  town  hall 
and  church. 

9.  No  petroleum  products,  car  batteries  or  ashes  will  be 
picked  up. 


LICENSING  OF  DOGS 

Each  owner  of  a  dog  three  months  old  or  over  must  license  the 
dog  with  the  Town  Clerk  before  May  1st  of  each  year.   Each 
dog  over  six  months  old  must  have  received  a  rabies 
vaccination.   The  certificate  of  vaccination  is  to  be 
presented  to  the  Town  Clerk  at  the  time  of  licensing.   Each 
dog  must  wear  a  collar  around  its  neck;  attached  to  the 
collar  a  metal  tag  distinctly  marked  with  its  license  number. 

License  fees  are  as  follows: 

Male  9.00        Female  9.00 

Neutered  Male      6.50        Spayed  Female         6.50 

Penalties  -  $1.00  per  month  after  June  1st 


JUNK  CAR  REGULATIONS 

New  Hampshire  Statute  requires  anyone  with  two  or  more 
registered  vehicles  or  old  cars  no  longer  intended  or  in 
condition  for  legal  use  on  highways  or  used  auto  parts  equal 
in  bulk  to  two  vehicles  must  obtain  a  license  or  be  subject 
to  a  $10.00  a  day  fine  and  a  mandatory  injunction  to  end  the 
violation  by  selectmen.   New  and  used  car  dealers  registered 
as  such  are  not  considered  auto  junk  dealers  but  must  remove 
junk  cars  from  their  premises  within  160  days.
